Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—[{Special.j— 
President Taft's speech at the annual dinner 
at the Waldorf Astoria next Saturday night 
will be in the nature of a message to the big 
financial and industrial interests of the 
country. 

While the president will adhere to what 
he has said in previous speeches and his 
special message of Jan. 7, recommending fed- 
eral incorporation and amendments to the 
interstate commerce law, he will endeavor to 
make clear that he has not star ted to run 
amuck in the business world. 

There ig a possibility that the president 
may decide to deliver this speech on some 
other decasion than the New York dinner, 
but he now is engaged in preparing it with 
the idea of making it at that function. 

Many of the complaints regarding Mr. 
Taft's supposed purpose to start a general 
erusade against trusts and combinations 
have come from New York and it was de- 
clared by his friends and advisers to be ap- 
propriate that his response to these com- 
plaints should be made in that city. 


Eager for Wide Publicity. 

The president put in most of this afternoon 
on the speech, with the idea of having printed 
copies ready to be distributed through the 
press associations before Saturday morning, 
when he will leave Washington for New 
York. Apparently he desires to have bis talk 
given the widest publicity and for that rea- 
gon is anxious to have it in the hands of the 
newspapers before the delivery of the speech 
itself. 

It was explained that while the speech 
would not afford comfort to fllegal combina- 
tions of capital, there was nothing in it to 
make legitimate business combinations shiv- 
er with fear. According to what the presi- 
dent has said to visitore recently, his attitude 
toward the trusts has not undergone change 
since his explanation of that attitude in his 
message of Jan. 7. He regards the promises 
made in the Republican platform of 1908 as 
binding. 


Will Use Plain 

Prominent men, recent visitors at the White 
house, have suggested that Mr. Taft desist 
from any purpose to engage in a 
against combinations of capital and 2 
and the president gathered from what he 
heard from these visitors that they were not 
aware of his true position.

ATTENDANTS GIVE. UP ROOM. 


County and City Consider Way to Add 
New Buildings. 


Cook county hospital is so overcrowded 
that it would be a practical impossibility 
to remove the patients in case of fire. Extra 
cots and beds have been placed in nearly 
every ward, until there is scarcely room 
for physicians and attendantg to pass 
through the narrow aisles. 

Rooms not intended for the sick have 
been impressed into servive to enlarge the 
hospital’s accommodations for convales- 


ö cents, and these, too, are crowded. A large 


hall formerly used as a dining room for 
nurses and other attendants, known by them 
as “the Palmer house,“ has been trans- 
formed into ward 10. Its normal capacity is 
thirty beds, but it contains sixty. 

Although the figures in themselves seem 
to show the contagious wards less crowded 
than others, congestion is most acute in this 
department, and patients frequently have to 
be turned away. This is because certain 
rooms are set aside for each of the more 
common contagious diseases. The wards for 
scarlet fever patients, for illustration, may 
have many vacant beds, while the diphtheria 
rooms may be filled. The next applicant sur- 
fering from diphtheria must be refused ad- 
mittance, although the contagious depart- 
ments as a whole may show many unoccu- 
pied beds. 

In the hospital proper no patients have 
been shut out.

Kansas City Physician Held 


on Murder Charge in Poi- 
son Tragedy and Takes. 
the Move Coolly. 


FREED ON $50,000 BONDS. 


Grand Jury Is Called to Inves- 
tigate All the Mysterious

Kansas City. Mo., Feb. 10.—{Special Dr. 
Bennett Clarke Hyde was arrested this aft- 
ernoon in the office of the county’ marshal, 
Joel Mares, charged with the murder of 
Col. Thomag Huntop Swope by administer- 
ing strychnine. The warrant was served by 
the county marehal himéseif. The doctor was 
released on a bond for §50,000, 

Dr. Hyde by appointment went to the 
courthouse for the arrest to be made. Early 
in the dey Frank Walsh, his attorney, 


learned that the warrant probably would 
be issued th® afternoon. He at once tele- 
phoned the county prosecutor that his client 
would be willing to go to the courthouse for 
the serving of the warrant. A few minutes 
before the time set Dr. Hyde arrived with 
his attorney. 

In the meantime Virgil Conkling, county 
prosecutor; Attorney John G. Paxton, admin- 
istrator of the Swope estate, and the accuser 
‘of Dr. Hyde in the warrant issued today, and 
T. A. J. Mastin, an attorney, were speeding 
from Independence to Kangas City in a motor 
car with the warrant for Dr. Hyde's arrest. 
They arrived at 4 o'clock and went imme- 
diately to the office of the county marshal. 


Word Is Sent to Marshal, 

Word was sent Dr. Hyde and his waiting 
attorney in the prosecutor’s office that the 
marshal was waiting for him. A moment 
later the doctor and his attorney entered 
the room. Mayes showed the warrant 
the arrest of Dr. Hyde and said to . 
Walsh: I have a warrant here for the ar- 
rest of Dr. Hyde,” 

„We will waive the reading of the war- 
rant,“ Mr. Walsh said quietly. 

This formal announcement by Mr. Walsh 
resulted in placing Dr. Hyde under arrest. 

The doctor displayed no emotion, There 
was nothing in his actions to show that he 
was the principal figure in a case that has 
attracted country wide attention.

When in December an epidemic of typhoid 
fever raged in the Swope household, during 
which eight persons were stricken, and one, 
Chrisman Swope, died under conditions that 
caused much apprehension among the at- 
tending nurses, John G. Paxtor., the execu- 
tor, and Mrs. Logan Swope, mother of Chris- 
man, instituted a vigorous investigation. 

Dr. Stewart came forward with the state- 
ment that on Nov. 10 Dr. Hyde had ob- 
tained from him an active typhoid culture, 
Afver Dr. Stewart had divulged this informa- 
tion Dr. Hyde was placed under the constant 
surveillance of detectives. 


Dr. Hyde Himself Stricken.

All of these matters the senate has shoved 
over into the house. It admits that it hasn't 
provided suitable legislation for harbor and 
subway construction in Chicago, a site for 
the Field museum, or for a corrupt practices 
act, but the senators checked up on them- 
selves this morning, considered it a good job, 
and adopted a gentlemen's agreement not to 
come back to Springfield until a week from 
Tuesday, and maybe not then. 


House Will Have Busy Week. 

The house has a lot of things to do. The 
bills passed by the senate this week are 
enough in themselves to keep the representa- 
tives busy all next week. It is the report 
that Speaker Shurtleff will attempt to box 
up the house and hold the members in the 
state capital until Saturday night, if neces- 
sary, to get rid of the accumulation of busi- 
ness on the calender.

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 10.—[Special.}—On 
evidence furnished by the police, which the 
defendant said was perjured, Miss Marthe 
Gruening, Smith college graduate, arrested 
Jan. 20 because she sought to ascertain 
whether the girl shirt waist strikers were 
being arrested without cause, was indicted 
by the grand jury today on a charge of 
rioting. 

She is the first of the “ society women 
who have taken an interest in the cause 
of the shirt waist girle to be formally in- 
dicted. She was the most daring in criti- 
cism of the methodsf the police, and when 
these officials denied the assertions of the 
girl Chief of Police Clay preferred to trust 
to the veracity of the police, and she defied 
them. 

Miss Gruening is the first woman identified 
with the suffrage cause in this city to be 
threatened with imprisonment, which has 
become common among sister workers for 
the ballot in England. She was arrested 
while walking outside the Epstein factory. 
According to her statement, she had gone 
there merely to ascertain whether the stories 
of police persecution told her by girl strikers 
were true. She says she fourid out.

Plans for Great Campaign 


in Chicago. 
SEEK A FUND OF $100,000. 


Posters and Cireulars Will Ap- 
peal to Voters; Expect Help 
from Churches. 


“Chicago to go dry at the next election?’ 

Thie is the campaign slogan adopted at a 
massmeeting of the anti-liquor interests in 
Willard hall last night. Plans for the raising 
and expenditure of $100,000 in the struggle 
against the saloon were formulated, com- 
mittees charged with the conduct of certain 
portions of an Organized fight were named, 
and the conflict against liquor which is not 
to close until the ballots are counted at the 
gert city election was inaugurated officially. 

Speakers who addressed 1,000 men and 
women. representing various branches of the 
temperance cause, churches, reform, and so- 
.gial organizations, were optimistic with ref- 
erence to the outcome of the campaign just 
Begun. It was affirmed again and again that 
E systematic and united effort on the part 
sof all the anti-liquor forces of Chicago now 
‘gould drive the saloons out of the city. 


Arguments in Every Tongue. 

A significant feature of the plan proposed 
‘and which received official indorsement con- 
ists in the dessemination of literature in 
every language among the voters of Chicago 
‘between now and the spring election. It is 
proposed by the prohibition forces to expend 
the major portion of a fund of $100,000 for 
this purpose. Tracts and documents bearing 
arguments and statistics are to be circulated 
among the foreign speaking population. 
Posters and placards are to be distributed by 
the thousands. Big billboards are to be cov- 
ered with appeals to citizens to rally to the 
cause of temperance. 

C. E. Cornell, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, told the campaign plans.

INLAND WATERWAYS” (Putnam), a 
volume uniform in style with those of 
Niagara, the Great Lakes, and others, 
shows himself to be the most warm 
and patriotic advocate of water transportation 
and of improvements more vast than any the 
world ever yet saw. The book is a polemic 
urging the mbdst colossal acfivities in this con- 
nection. Other nations, the author avers, have 
done infinitely more than we have in p 
to their size, and commercial conceptions that. 
are in their way as far reaching in their scope: 
as anything he advocates have taken material. 
form, or are in process of coming into being: 
through private corporate effort. 


It seems to be almost impossible for any 


writer to look far into this subject of water-. 
ways without becoming a prophet, and not 
wholly without reason. To know a little of the: 
predent day commercial faith of other nations: 
in their waterways and to know something orf 
the dozen or more men now on our great lakes, 
kings of this water highway, who began with 


nothing and had by the time they were 40 e 
quired millions and controlled other mfilions, — 


is to feel that the ‘possibilities of water trans- 
portation in the United States have suffered 
blight.

Recent Rapid Increase of jews. 


I need not recount the rapid increase in the 
number of Jews in Roumania in modern ume. 
The real significance of this increase is the re- 
strictive measures whica have since been taken 
toward the Jews. Early in their history the 
Jews were treated, from point of law, as having 
an equality with the indigenous population. 
Later their privileges were curtailed. 

This led the Jews to seek means of

Treaty: of Berlin. 


The treaty of Berlin stipulates that in Rou- 


mania no one shall be excluded from or inca- 
pacitated in, the enjoyment of civil or political 
rights, admission to public employment, or the 
exercise of profession or industry in the local- 
ity in which, he may be by reason of religious 
belief. All nationalities shall be treated with- 
out distinction of religion upon a footing of 
perfect equality. 

This article of the t eaty of Berlin was de- 
nounced by the Roumanian press and led to 
much political agliation. Out of this agitatioa 
came legislation stipulating the manner in whicn 
eltizenship might de obtained. 

According to the Roumanian constitution, any- 
one has the right to, address public authorities 
by a petition signed; by one or many persons. 
Likewise, anyone has the rightt of addressing pe- 
titions to assemblies’ through the intermediary 
of a bureau or one of its members. But the 
right of petition to legislative bodies has been 
interpreted as extemding only to citizens and 
petitions of itineramt Jewish peddlers often 
have been refused. : 

A senator, in 84, declared that Strangers had 
not the right of petitioning efther house. An 
interpretation likewise unfavorabie to the Jews 
has been made of that provision of the consti- 
tution which declares that all Roumanians have 
the right of peaceable assembly, if unarmed 
and conforming to the laws which regulaté this 
right, for considering questions of any nature. 
Another article declaras that all strangers. in 
Roumania enjoy the protection that the laws 
accord to Roumanians. But several Jewteo 
meetings have been stopped. 

The Jews maintain that all constitutional 
privileges, so far as they are concerned, are dead 
letters; that questions redating to the inviola- 
bility of domicile, liberiy of religion and con- 
science, the right of association, and respect of 


property are left for execation in the hands oi 


prefects, subprefects, vvlice, or other adminis- 
trative or judicial organizations. 0 


~aws Against the Jews. 


During the last thirty years” certain. spectiiv 
laws have been passed which bear directly on 
the political and economic status of the Jews. 
To secure a license to sell spirituous liquor in 
rural communes, hamlets, isolated villages, or 
roadside places one mus be enrolled as an élect- 
or upon one of the lists of some Roumanian 
commune. This excluded the Jews. Still later, 
the minister of finance, through a circular lct- 
ter, extended this provision to all towns in 
rural communes. The Jews were closed out of 
the tobacco business by a series of laws which 
provided that all dealers and all administrative 
employés of the tobacco monopoly must be Rou- 
manians or naturalized citizens, enjoying 1ull 
civil and political rights. 

But it is in the law which regulates military 
service that the Jews get the double cross. The 
law stipulates that every inhabitant of the coun- 
try, excepting foreigners, is subject to military 
service; also that only Roumanians,

Deneen, told the 
voters that there was a water power asset 
which could be made to yield a revenue 
and that the money voted for waterway 
construction would be paid back to the 
state in water power. The issue of bonds 
was authorized,

The unanimous vote of the Illinois sen- 
ate for the ratification of the income tax 
amendment shows that none of its mem- 
bers was affected by Gov. Hughes ar- 
gument against it. They did not share 
his fears. that the federal government 
would desttoy the credit and impair the 
power of states and municipalities by 
taxing the income derived from their 
bonds, : 

Goy. Hughes has been effectively an- 
swered by Gov. Fort of New Jersey. He 
says: 

Suppose a 1 per centum of tax were to be levied 
upon incomes. Under such a tax the holder of a 
$1,000 4 per cent state or municipal bond would 
pay an income tax on $40 a year, which would 
amount to 4 cents per annum. If the patriotism 
ot our citisens and the interest of our financia, 
institutions who take and hold municipal secur- 
ities are at eo low an ebb as to cause such a tax to 
affect the value of state or municipal securities, we 
are indeed in an unfortunate condition in the ro- 
public.

Today his widow—that is to say, Lady Maidstone, 
figures among the leaders ot a silly association in 
England—the White Rose league—organized by some 
harebrained notoriety hunters for the avowed pur- 
pose of substituting Princesa Louis of Bavaria in the 
place of Edward VIL as ruler of Bngland, on the 
ground that she is less remotely descended from the | 
Stuart kings than the present occupant of the Pas- 
lish throne. 

Of course Princess Louis, who was born as Arch- 
duchess Marie Theresa of Austria, never has accorded 
the slightest recognition to this milk and water con- 
spiracy being carried on in her name by the White 
Rose league, and which confines its treason against 
King Edward, to sticking the postage stamps bearing 
his effigy, with the head upside down on their letters, 
and to adorning the statue of Charles IL in London 
with flowers on the anniversary of his execution.

This Lady Maidstone, a daughter of Sir George 
Jenkinson, is fairly well off, and makes her principal 
home at Aix-les-Bains, where she owns @ pretty villa. 
Thanks to the’ insane extravagance of her husband 
and of his father, the present earl of Winchilsea, a 
half-brother of the eleventh earl, is far from rich, 
and makes his home at Harlech, in Merionithshire. 

Indeed, Lord Winchilsea and his son, the present 
Lord Maldstone, are among the most impecunious 
members of the British peerage, and the marriage of 
the young viscount to so great an heiress as the 
daughter of Anthony J. Drexel will go far to regild- 
the family escutcheon and to repair the sadly shat- 


tered fortunes of the historic house of Finch-Hatton, 
which is descended from a common ancestor with the 
Herberts, eanis of Pembroke, and first came into 
prominence under the name of Finch, in the reign of 
Henry VI. 

There was a Sir William Finch, who was a favorite 
member of the household of Henry VIII., and his son 
Thomas wa# knighted for defending Queen “ Bloody”, 
Mary against fir Thomas Wyatt. His son in turn, 
Henry, was lord chancellor of England, and his elder 
brother, Sir Moyle Finch, created a baronet by James 
I., married the daughter and heiress of Sir Thomas 
Heneage. After his death she was created in turn 
Viscountess Maidstone and countess of Winchilsea 
in her own right, bequeathing on her death her hon- 
ors to her son Thomas, who succeeded as second 
Viscount Maidstone and second earl of Winchilsea. 

Her younger son, Heneage Finch, was speaker of 
the house of commons, and incurred much odium by 
his subserviency to Charles I., especially in the con- 
flict with the patriot Hampden, being ultimately im- 
peached. His eldest son, whose name was also Hen- 
eage, was lord chancellor of the realm and first ear! 
of Nottingham, and was described by Macaulay as 
“the only honest man in the most corrupt court in 
Christendom.” 

His eldest son, in turn, became. second earl of Not- 
tingham, and through the death without issue of his 
kinsman, the sixth earl of Winchilsea, became sev- 
enth earl of Winchtlsea. He married the daughter 
of Christopher Viscount Hatton, and from that time 
forth the earls of Winehilsea and of Nottingham 
have always borne the name of Hatton, in conjunc- 
tion with the patronymic of Finch. This ‘seventh 
earl of Winchilsea and second earl of Nottingham 
was secretary of state to William III., Queen Anne, 
and George I., and the ninth earl distinguished him- 
self by fighting a duel with the great duke of Wel- 
lington. 

—~>— 

The ancestral home of the earls of Winchilsea was 
Eastwell park, in Kent, long tenanted by King Ed- 
ward's sailor brother, the late duke of Edinburgh and 
Saxe-Coburg Gotha, and now owned by Lord Gerard, 
who paid a little over $1,000,000 for the estate. It is 
historically interesting. At the time of the Doomsday 
book this part of Kent was among the possessions 
of Hugo de Montfort, who came over with the con- 
queror. Afterwards it passed to the eminent family 
of Carrol, and from them, through a female heir, to 
the earls of Northumberland. From them it went 
to the Heneages, and formed part of the inheritance 
of Elizabeth Heneage, first countess of Winchilsea 
and Viscountess Maidstone, when she married Sir 
Moyle Finch. 

There is a tradition that Richard Plantagenet, a 
natural son of Richard III., fled to Eastwell after the 
battle of Bosworth, and lived there in obscurity until 
his death, in 1650, and an entry of his death occurs in 
the registry. His tomb is still in existence in the 
churchyard of BastweM' church. As Lord Gerard has 
not found Bastwell park congenial, and has not man- 
aged to hit it off with the people of the county, In 
fact, has long since been known as anxious to sell it, 
it Is possible that the new and American born Vis- 
countess Maidstone may assist her husband to repur- 
chase the ancestral home of his family. 

Another former home of the earls of Winchilsea is 
Burley-on-the-Hill, which was almost wholly de- 
stroyed by fire two years ago, while occupied on 
lease by Lord Wimborne’s younger son, Capt. the 
Hon. Frederick Guest, and his American wife, Amy,, 
Burley-on- 
the-Hill figures in the history of England by Macau- 
lay, who relates that while the festivities were in 
progress there in honor of the marriage of Lady 
Mary Finch, daughter of Lord Winchilsea, to George 
Saville, son of the marquis of Halifax, the latter, one 
of the ministers of the crown, was suddenly taken ill 
in London, where he had been detained by affairs of 
state. Informed’ that his malady was mortal and that 
his demise was imminent, he declined to allow any 
news thereof to be conveyed to his son, lest it should 
mar the rejfoicings at Burley-on-the-Hill, and breathed 
his last in London while the wedding ceremony was 
being performed in Rutlandsbire.

Assures Women of Protection. 

During the day the stete’s attorney re- 
ceived several women claimants and to each 
he read a prepared contract of settlement 
and stated the general terms upon which the 
coal. company proposed to dispose of all 
death claims. Before dismissing the women 
Eckert assured them that he intended to pro- 
tect their rights. 

The women who visited Eckert were taken 
to the sleeping coach by the Rev. T. R. Eger- 
ton, a Congregational minister of Seatonville, 
Ill. Mr. Egerton says that Eckert explained 
to him the proposed terms of settlement 
while they were together on the train en 
route to Cherry.

Radical concessions 
must be made by both sides If a strike is to 
be avoided. 

This phase of the question was discussed 
at the conference of general managers and 
union leaders held in the Rallway Exchange 
building. The conference lasted nearly all 
day, and will be resumed this morning. 

On account od the opposition of the men 
to the Erdman law the railroad officials with- 
drew their offer to arbitrate under the fed- 
eral statute and announced their willlingness 
to submit the controversy to any “ fair” 
sort of arbitration suggested. 


Would Leave It to State Board.

WHEAT TRADE BROADENS OUT 


Crop Reports Increase Buying 
Orders and Prices Respond. 


CASH SITUATION IS STRONG. 


Corn Shorts Are Forced to Cover; Pack- 
ers Support Hog Products. 


Trade in wheat was on a much broader 
ecale than for some time yesterday, and 
prices responded freely to the betterment in 
the tone. Closing figures showed net gains 
for the day of M to 14@1%c, and resting 
figures were at close to the best level of the 
session. Increased speculative interest in 
the July delivery was noticeable as a result 
of the continued complaints in regard to the 
winter wheat crop. These reports were nu- 
merous and indicated to some traders that 
the market would soon see a greater degree 
of activity and higher prices as a result, es 
it would not take much in the way of new 
buying energy to vitalize the trade. Prices 
have been swinging within comparatively 
narrow limite for some time, and it wes the 
general opinion last night that the market 
would soon be out of the speculative rut in 
which it bas been dragging for so long. 


No Big Shortage Exists. 

The lack of an extensive short interest is 
one of the influences in the way of a big bull 
market, but the continued strength of the 
cash markets and the way futures have held 
in the face of all kinds of bear developments 
are suggestive of latent strength in wheat. 
Recent sessions have shown the absolute 
lack of a sufficient supply of available wheat 
in the pit whenever there has been any new 
buying or when shorte have attempted’ to 
cover. This condition, indicative of the fact 
that practically every pound of cash wheat 
in the country is tied up either by speculators 
or milling Interests, showe the real strength 
of the situation. At present premiumsshorts 
would be unable to buy any wheat for actual 
delivery. At the same time receipts are de- 
creasing and holders in the country are in- 
creasingly chary of making free sales. 


Crop Damage Bull Factor. 

The injection into the situation of a new 
element in the shape of crop damage news is 
most likely therefore to infuse new buying 
activity into the market for a time, and to 
make holders even more confident. While 
the crop is by no means far enough along to 
make an intelligent estimate of damage pos- 
ftible. the many reports are at least sug- 
gestive. Complaints come from a widespread 
territory. 

Liverpool helped the market at the start 
by showing a smal! advance, closing ad 
higher, notwithstanding the late decline on 
this Wednesday. The comparatively light 
Argentine shipments—2,400.000 bu estimated 
—with ihe lighter offerings. were the main 
factors abroad. There was aleo a better de- 
mand from the continent. 


Heavy Flour Sales Reported. 


Enormous flour sales were reported at 
Minneapolis and most of the news from that 
section was of a bullish character. Cash 
premiums were firm in all markets, and a 
good demand was reported in the southwest, 
with decreasing receipts. Primary receipts 
were 500,000 bu. against 275,000 bu a year 
ego. Receipts here were 29 cars, with 26 
cars inspected yesterday. Minneapolis wheat 
stocks increased 525,000 bu for five days. 
Clearances of wheat and flour for the day 
were 208.000 bu. Shipping sales of wheat 
from here were 10000 bu. 

Buying of July wheat was headed by Bart- 
leit-Patten, Armour, and Clement-Curtis. 
Brorseau, Barrell, Bailey, Fitch, Wagner, 
Cutten, and Chapin were also on the buying 
side. Early there was a littie selling by Bart- 
lett-Patten and Clement-Curtie of the May 
and later Armour was a fair seller. 


Corn Active and Higher. 

Corn was active and higher, leading shorts 
leading the advance. Bartlett-Patten, Gea- 
hart, Pringle, Brosseau, and several of the 
other big local professionals covered on a 
large scale, and in addition there was re- 
newed country buying. Final prices reflect- 
ed the buying demand in a substantial way, 
showing net gains of %@ic to ic. The cash 
market was a little steadier, but the strength 
in wheat and the demand from shorts, with 
light offerings, were the main factors. Wag- 
ner, Canby, and J. Rosenbaum led the selling 
on the advance. Weather conditions con- 
tinue favorable, Cash sales were 150,000 bu 
and sample prices ranged from ½e lower for 
the low grade stuff to %c up for the better 
grades. Receipts here were 345 cars, with 
440 cars expected today. Liverpool was %d 
lower. Country offerings are light, but re- 
ceipts are expected to continue fair for some 
time. Cash houses sold on the advance, and 
they were the best buyers of cash corn. Pri- 
mary arrivals were 774,000 bu, against 328, - 
000 bu a year ago. 

Oats Market Is Firm. 

Oats were firm following the advance in 
other grains. Shorts were free buyers and 
Offerings were light, resulting in advances 
for the day of Mü ne to Ge. Country of- 
ferings were reported light and there was 
continued good shipping demand from the 
east. Cash sales were 185,000 bu. Primary 
rectipts were 410.000 bu, compared to 305,000 
bu a car ago. Receipts here were 111 cars, 
with 156 cars promised for today. Cash 
prices were %4@ ec up. 

Provisions Show Much Strength. 

Sharp gains were scored in provisions. 
arly there was a tendency to sell, owing to 
the fair run of hogs here and the fact that 
prices have recently shown dig advances. 
Selling orders were withdrawn when it was 
evident packers wanted the product, and dur- 
ing the greater part of the session offerings 
were light. Receipts of hogs here were 27,- 
000, with 26.000 expected today. Western 
points had 60.600, against 71,300 a year ago. 
The Price estimated the packing of hogs for 
the week ‘at 495,000, against 610 000 a year 
ago. Cumberland sides at Liverpool were 
6d higher, with other product steady. There 
was a fair shipping demand for domestic ac- 
count. of lard and meats here were 
16 cars, with shipments 79 cars.

CATTLE. 


Receipts of 9.000 head included an unusually 
liberal number of beeves good enough to sell at 
$6.50 and higher, and salesmen were frequently 
compelled to make concessions of loc before they 
could dispose of such animals, the eastern demand 
for good, high priced steers being alicgether inade- 
quate to furnish an outlet for such stock. Hold- 
‘ers had little difficulty in securing steady values 
for the cheaper steers, however, and a clearance 
of the plain to good light short fed offerings was 
effected at $5.00G@5.75, with local packers taking 
hold with a fair amount of freedem at 
the prices. Beeves good enough to sell at higher 
than $7.00 were sparingly offered and steady sale, 
with best full load lots at $7.35. 

Butcher stock values also suffered a decline of 
10% after a fairly steady opening. Outside 
orders gave the market a show of buoy- 
ancy at the opening, but they were not 
sufficient to take all of the supply, and when 
packers got in the trade they insisted upon con- 
eceesions.

DON’T FEAR POSTAL BANKS. 


Heads of Eastern Savings Institutions 
Discuss Question. 


Net profits of the People's Gas company 
for the fiscal year ended Dec. 31, 1909, were 
equal to 8.89 per cent on the capital stock. 
The earnings for the year were the largest 
in the history of the company. The 85 cent 
gas proposition does not appear, therefore, 
to have operated to prevent the company 
paying 7 per cent and leaving a comfortable 
surplus besides. This 7 per cent return com- 
pares with a court decision in the east that 
6 per cent was a fair dividend to make on 
gas company stock. 

At the annual meeting which was heli 
yesterday James F. Meagher presided. in 
response to questions he said the dividend 
on the stock at the rate of 7 per cent might 
reasonably be expected to stand and he 
thought the company would be able to make 
a fair settlement with the city before the 
contract for selling gas at 85 cents expires 
on Feb. 14, 1911,

The 20,309 shares of the capital stock of 
the company theretofore in the treasury 
were offered to the stockholders at par and 
substantially all were taken by them, the 
proceeds being turned into the treasury in 
cash.“

to meet in New York today to elect officers. 


Commonwealth Edison. 


William Fox, secretary of the Common- 
wealth Edison company, has sent the fol- 
lowfng to shareholders: 

“ You are hereby notified that at any time 
during the period between April 30, 1910, and 
Nov. 1, 1910, exce when the company’s 
transfer books are ciosed, the holder of any 
stock subscription receipt may make full 
payment of the subscription thereby evi- 
denced, and may thereupon surrender and 
exchange his receipt for the stock thereby 
covered upon making or accepting such cash 
adjustment with the company as may be 
necessary to make the return to such holder, 
upon the moneys paid on account of such, 
subscription, 6 per cent per annum from the 
time of payment to the date of such ex- 
change.“ 

Discuss Postal Savings Bank. 

Officials of New York Savings banks are 
discussing the probable effect of the pro- 
posed postal savings bank. They find little 
to be apprehensive over, so far as their own 
particular business is concerned. It is their 
opinion that the postal savings banks would 
be a great benefit to the west, in the por- 
tions where banking facilities are limited. 
In the west and south they think the farmers 
might find the postal savings banks of great 
use, Whereas in New England every other 
man is a savings depositor. In New York 
state the proportion is given as 1 to 3, and ir. 
Pennsylvania 1 to 17, 

John J, Puleyn, controller of the Emigrant 
Industrial Savings bank, which has 808,330. 
818 due 120,000 savings depositors, makes the 
following statement: 

“In my opinion the effect of a government 
postal savings bank would not be felt in great 
centers of population like New York and 
the big eastern cities. Its opperation wouid 
-be almost entirely in the sparsely settled dis- 
tricts. The average individual would not 
be willing to take his smal! savings to the 
local post office when he could go around the 
corner and deposit them in the savings insti- 
tutions organized and governed by the con- 
servative laws of several of the eastern 
states. The two per cent returned by the 
government bank would have no effect 
against a possible three to three and one half 
per cent.“ 


Bowery Savings Bank. 

Henry A. Schenck, president of the Bowery 
Savings bank, which has $108,720.523 de- 
posits and 155,386 deposfiors, says: 

The postal savings banks may affect the 
smaller institutions, but the advantages they 
offer will not on comparison be found superior 
ta those of the regular savings banks. In 
New York and in New England the savings 
banks are mutual institutions. They have 
no capital and no stockholders; their trustees 
give their services gratuitously and no profit 
is fought. Under the careful savings bank 
laws of New York state the banks have estab- 
lished themselves on strong lines apd have 
won the confidence of theirdtepoeitors.’’
